In his annua! address to the Alberta 
Orange Grand Lodge in Calgary on 
Wednesday the Grand Master of the 
Order took the opportunity of 
referring to the autonomy bills 
and of saying in this connc- 
tion that while he belicved that the 
majority of the Orangemen in Alberta 
had opposed the bills he was ‘Sorry to 
eee that some failed to see the impor- 
tance of the question when brought be- 
fore them and failed to realize the sen- 
timents embodied in their obligations 
as Orangemen and supported parties 
for legislative honors who were will- 
ing to sacrifice principle for position.” 
The privilese of expressing his person- 
al views or convictions on the auton- 
omy bills or any other bills is un- 
doubiedly the right of the Grand 
Master, but when the occupant of that 
office presumes on the prestige of his 
position to impeach the intelligence or 
the integrity of the members of the Or- 
der he is exceeding both his duty and 
his prerogative. That a considerable 
number of Orangemen in the Province 
of Alberta supported those candidates 
for legislative honors who gave their 
endorsation to the autonomy bills is ad- 
mitted in the speech of the Grand Mas- 
ter,andthat these gentlemeninthe mat- 
ters of information, judgment and loy- 
alty to the principles of the Order, do 
not fall below the standard of their 
brethren is amply testified by the po- 
sitions within the Order to which they 
have been called. When therefore the 
head of that Order condemns theatti- 
tude of these gentlemen on a political 
question as originating in a lack of 
intelligence or a lack of loyalty he is 
using the office to which he has been 
exalted as a pedestal from which to 
launch dogmatic personal opinions 
which reflect upon the ability or char- 
acter of those quite as fully in the con- 
fidence of the brethren as himself and of- 
fers a corresponding compliment to the 
brethren wh ohave reposed their con- 
fidence in these gentlemen. The Or- 
angemen of Alberta who exercise the 
right of private judgement and inde- 
pendent action in their political rela- 


tionships will admit the right neither 


of the Grand Master or of anyone else 
to read-them.-ou® ef the Order for so 
doing.

THE LETHBRIDGE STRIKE 
A Lethbridge despatch to the 


Cal- 
gaty Herald bays: The strike of the 
coal “miners” here’ is likely to develop 
into something more serious than was 
at first supposed, and unless an agree- 
ment is arrived at between the com- 
pany and tte men very shortly it is 
likely that the entire coal industry of 
the Lethbridge district will be paral- 
ysed. 

The Alberta Railway and Coal Com- 
pany do not ¢are to make any’ state- 
ment as to the strike, but apparently 
the company do. not see their way to 
grant the minérs terms and requests. 
In an interview with F. H. Sherman 
president of. District No. 18 of the 
United Mine Workers of America, the 
position of the men is given. It ‘ap- 
pears that. until recently the Leth- 
bridge miners did not belong to the 
United Mine Workers of America, but 
upon becoming affiliated with this 
organization it was decided by “that 
body that the same conditions of labor 
should exist at Lethbridge as at other 
points within district No. 18, that is 
Fernie, Frank, Tabor, Canmore, Bank- 
head, etc. 

An agreement similar ‘in most res- 
pects to those entered {nto by the 
other companies between them and 
their employees was submitted to ‘the 
Alberta Railway, and ‘Coal Company. 
However, after some discussion, the 
parties could not agree. Hence the 
strike which may prove avery serious 


matter. The main points of difference 
are four in number, Mr. Sherman 
states :» 


1 The men ask for check weighing, 
which system has hitherto been grant- 
ed to them in B.C. mines by virtue of 


provincial law. 

2 They also ask to be paid for. that 
part of the product which goes through 
the screens. Hitherto, it is stated 
going through a14i-2 inch 
was not allowed to the 
they receiving 
pay for eighty per cent. of their min- 
ing work. The present request is that 
they be paid for such portion of the 
20 per cent going through the screen 
as igs marketable. 

8. Another point. of difference is the 
check-off system to which the owners 
do not care to agree, asystem where- 
by the owners deduct all fees, dues, 
and initiation fees from the wage of 
the miner and due to the United‘ Mine 
Workers’ Agsociation by such miner. 
This clause is on all other clauses of 
the asgOclation’s agreements. 

4 Thelast point is that of the mini- 
mum wage. “Any miner failing to 
earnthe minimum rate of three dollars 
per shift owing to any abnormal con- 
dition of his working place, shall be 
paid by the company a sufficient 
sum.” This clause is also in the 
amount to secure him the said mini- 
Crow's -Nest Pass Coal Company’s 
agreement wiih its men. 

These, then are the main obstacles 
preventing a settlement of this strike 
so far as Mr. Sherman explained them 
This assOciation has command of an im- 
mense fundand are prepared to continue 
the struggle for a long time, the men 
and their families all being maintained
